You have asked for advice on the resources involved in conversion of civil 
hovercraft of EN6 and CC7 type to military use from the points of view of:

* Obviously the answers depend upon the modification state at beginning and end 
of the process. No fully armed hovercraft has yet been built; MiGs are 
fitted to some craft. The 2 existing military CC7s for the British Army, 
for example, are modified relatively little from the 3 civil craft so far 
built; the craft are small and light, and are used as personnel carriers or 
reconnaissance vehicles. The main changes are the fitting of Army 
communications equipment and the reduction of seating on account of the 
greater consecuent unladen weight. A more recent and hence more powerful 
engine was fitted, but this would now constitute the normal civil standard. 

No armament is fitted; if it were, it would reduce the seating still further. 
Overall, one could say that a civil CC7 would be no more and no less easily 
converted than would a fast pleasure boat. Two or three weeks work by radio 
fitters would cover most of the effort needed. The standerd civilian CC7 is 
an eight seat craft. All production craft have transport joints in the hull, 
which enables an additional 64 inch length section to be fitted, this stretched 
version increases the seating to 14, with little degradation of performance. 
(To date no stretched version has been built.) n i 
Tie SRN 6 has several military versions, one of which (the vehicle carrying 
SRN 6 Mk5) reouires major structural modifications for which the expertise 
probably only exists at Cowes. Other military versions have a widened front 
door (which could be specified by a civil purchaser), a strengthened roof 
forward with gunning or observation dome, and a "soft top" through which cargo 
can be lowered. lione of these modifications could be completed quickly; 

even at the factory, probably 3-4. months by a team of skilled metal workers 
would be needed. The result would again be a logistic or reconnaissance craft 
rather than a fighting vehicle.

Mr Egerton's approval we pointed out to MED our anxiety that this 
sale could have unfortunate consequences on our talks with the 
Kuwaitis on a long-term oil deal. MED agreed to put the latest

that the sale should not be permitted but avoiding any reference 
to oil. The British Hovercraft Corporation are pressing MED for 
a reply (I understand that the matter has been outstanding for 
some time) and MED intend to put up their submission without 
altering their recommendation. 


3. Although Kuwait have not mentioned oil I still have 
reservations about the proposed sale. It would be difficult to 
stop it now; but before the Department concurs, I should be glad 
to know your views.

I wholly concur in your assessment of the developments in this field. 

As you infer, however, much that we can offer, and do offer elsewhere, 

is bound to be controversial in relation to Iraq. Any proposal to supply 
military equipment has to go through triple hoops of fire. ) If at all 
contentious in the political sense it has to survive possibly hostile 
scrutiny in Parliament; .if it has security aspects these have to be 
considered seriously so long as there is danger that the Russians might 
benefit, and to our detriment; and not the least consi derntien both 
Iran and fuwait with both of whom we have very close diplomatic tions 
are most important customers for British defence equipment. We are 
obliged therefore to keep our profile low. This does not mean that we 
cannot respond to Iraqi interest: we must just be careful in how we 
develop our relationship with them. It can do more harm than good, all 
the round, to encourage expectations that have to be denied. It will be, 
I think, very much a matter for your judgement as to how far you go along 
the road with them.

Thank you for your letter 10/7 of 15 May. 


As you surmise, an Iraqi request to Marconi to supply ZB 298 and Tank Gun 
Stabilisation Kits could pose problems. we remain sensitive to the possible 
repercussions of supplying to Iraq anything resembling offensive equipment at 
the present time. I hope therefore that if pressed by Marconi you will be 
able to steer them away from ambitions such as these. 


Equally I hope that Marconi are not getting into deep water over the prospect 

of installing the HF Communications equipment that you refer to. They have 
mentioned nothing of this to me. Beyond this I cannot comment on what is 
clearly at this stage a hypothetical situation. But if you get the opportunity 
to speak to them again on this matter it might be as well to suggest that time 
and effort might be saved by consultation in London before they go too far in 
committing themselves to what might prove an embarrassing enterprise.

Obviously the answers depend on the modification state 
at the beginning and end of the process. 


No fully armed hovercraft has yet been built. LMGs 
are fitted to some craft. The two existing military 
CC?s of the British Army for example are modified 
relatively little from the three civil craft so far 
builf; the craft are small and light and are used as 
personnel carriers or reconnaissance vehicles. The main 
changes are the fitting of Army communications equipment 
and the reduction of seating on account of the greater 
consequent unladen weight. A more recent and hence more 
powerful engine was fitted but this would now constitute 
the normal civil standard. No armament is fitted. If 
it were it would reduce the seating still further. 
Overall, one could say that a civil CC7 would be no more 
me no less easily converted than would a fash pleasure 

oat. 


Two or three weeks work by radio fitters would 
cover most of the effort needed. The standard civilian 
CC? is an eight seat craft. All production craft have 
transport joints in the hull, which enables an additional 
64 inch length section to be fitted; this stretched 
version increases the seating to fourteen, wih little 

degradation of performance. (To date, no stretched 
version has been built). 


The SRN 6 has several military conversions, one of 
which (the vehicle-carrying SHN 6 Mark 5) requires major 
structural modifications for which the expertise probably 
only exists at Cowes. Other military conversions have 
a widened front door (which could be specified by a 
civil purchaser) a strenghened roof forward with gulling 
or observation dome, and a "soft top" thro which 
cargo could be lowered. None of these modifications 
could be completed quickly; even at the factory, 
probably three to four months by a team of skilled metal 
workers would be needed.

On tank transporters for Iraq, I 
told Lord Greenhill that, as he probably recalled, 
the question had been considered by Ministers in 
the last Administration, who had concluded that 
an export licence for tank transporters to Iraq 
would have to be refused. I told him that this 
question again had not been considered by the 
present Administration, but that my personal 
assessment Was that they would a fortiori be opposed 
to any such contract.
